No insect pests 
were found and no 
indication, 
at 
present, of any appearing. 
A few 
beetles, that seem to be ominvorous 
especially in gardens, were pickd up 
on the farm s of J. D. Taylor and A. 
C. Hoyl. 
Only a few grasshoppers 
on the farm of H. D. Askey, but not 
in the least threatening. 
On a few' 
farmfc where rainfall has been rather 
light, the oat crop is not as promis­ 
ing as are both wheat and oats on 
the other farm s visited visited. 
The 
stand of oats is fairly 
good, 
but 
wheat rath e r thin, however, showers 
will most likely assure a satisfactory 
yield. 
From D ecatur to Bridgeport there 
was but little small grain, but the 
color is good and a good season will 
give about the usual yield. 
Corn, 
west of Decatur, seems better, like­ 
wise^ gardens .and certain orchards 
are more promising, at present, than 
they are in eastern portion of the 
county.
